W HEREAS it is expedient to transfer to the Court of 
Chancery in Ireland the Jurisdiction of the Court of Ex- 
chequer as a Court of Equity : Be it therefore enacted by 
the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and 
^ Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, That The Juris-, 
on the Fifth Fay of July One thousand eight hundred cmd fifty all the 
Poiver, Authority, and Jurisdiction of Pier Majesty’s Court of Exche- Esciiequyr 
quer at Dublin as a Court of Equity, aud all the Power, Authority,

IX. And "whereas under the Provisions of an Act passed in the 
Session of Pai'liament holdcu in the Sixth and Seventh Years of the 
Reign of Her Majesty, intituled “An Act for the Amendment of
